Report Shows 
WASHINGTON (#>)— The govern 


ment reported today that seasonal 
ly lower food prices brought . a 
slight decline in living costs 
in 


August. 


The decline reversed a moder- 


ate upward trend in June and July 
in the index kept by the Labor De- 
partment's Statistics Bureau. 


Lower prices for fresh fruits and 


vegetables, as more abundant food 
supplies reached the market, were 
responsible for the 
August food 


price decline. Earlier summer pro- 
duce prices had been high due to 
short supply after a spring freeze. 


The index declined two-tenths of 


one 
per 


per cent in August to 11.5 
cent of the 1947-49 average.

slight decline in living costs

August. 


The decline reversed a moder- 


ate upward trend in June and July 
in the index kept by the Labor De- 
partment's Statistics Bureau. 


Lower prices for fresh fruits and 


vegetables, as more abundant food 
supplies reached the market, were 
responsible for the 
August food 


price decline. Earlier summer pro- 
duce prices had been high due to 
short supply after a spring freeze. 


The index declined two-tenths of 


one 
per 


per cent in August to 11.5 
cent of the 1947-49 average.
